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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Walpole: 
I herewith submit my third report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 
ORGANIZATION AND ENROLLMENT 
Only two changes were made in the teaching positions: 


Miss Helen Upton was elected to fill the vacancy in the 
Home Economics Department caused by the resignation of 
Miss Constance Tobey. Miss Upton is a graduate of Keene 
Normal School in the class of 1935. 

Miss Evelyn Brinton, Keene Normal School, 1985, has re- 
placed Miss Alice Currier who resigned her position as special 
teacher of music. 

Seven pupils were transferred to the Number 14 school to 
relieve the overcrowded condition in grades five and six at 
the village. Since the enrollment at Number 14 was otherwise 
small, the transfer of pupils has proved beneficial to both 
schools. 

Standard achievement tests in all the fundamental sub- 
jects were given to the pupils in grades five to eight inclusive. 
Standard graduation tests were administered to the eighth 
gerade pupils previous to graduation. The results of the tests 
were tabulated for purposes of comparison and indicated that 
the pupils generally were doing satisfactory work for their 
erades. 

The testing program this year is principally diagnostic in 
nature. The purpose is to diagnose difficulties and weaknesses 
which may occur in the fundamentals. The results are to be 
used as a guide to instruction and as a basis for remedial work. 
In each school a program for remedial work will be developed 
in accordance with the needs of the pupils as indicated by the 
results of the tests. Attention will be given to individual as 
well as to group needs. 
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Hot lunches are being prepared and served by the girls 
of the home economics department.

The enrollment of forty-one pupils in grades 5-6 at the 
village presents a difficult problem. The very substantial in- 
erease in the sub-primary at North Walpole is significant. The 
value of maintaining this group is cleary manifested in the 
work of the primary grades.

WALPOLE HIGH SCHOOL

pole High School.

Our withdrawals have been small this year. One withdrew 
because of illness, two because of change in family conditions 
and two because they were not interested in the subjects offer- 
ed. Our percent of attendance is better, reaching honor roll 
status. Our number of instances of tardiness is large due to icy 
travelling and deep snow and the consequent late arrival of 
the busses. Because of these tardinesses our perfect attendance 
roll has considerably decreased. 


SCHOLARSHIP 


We are trying to maintain such a scholarship standard 
that we can have our pupils accepted at colleges by our certi- 
ficate. At the same time we are trying to hold in school those 
who have no intention of attending college. To this latter 
group we recommend the General course, Home Economies or 
Agricultural course. We attempt to vary our assignments in 
these courses so that all levels of ability may make the best 
of their opportunity and maintain scholarship and interest. 
We have succeeded somewhat, in that our percent of failures 
is lower than the average for the state and our pupils have 
been accepted for college on our certificate. 


ORGANIZATION 


The Thespians had charge of a very worthwhile three act 
drama this year. The result showed study and practice. Much 
benefit is derived from this type of extra-curricula activity. 

The Walpole Warbler contained an innovation this year 
in its three color Christmas issue. It was a very ereditable 
production. 

Our school socials have been very well attended. These 
have been sponsored by the various classes and have been free 
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to the pupils. There has been a small charge for the Junior 
High parties as there are no funds available for this activity. 
The Blue and White Club have been prominent in these af- 
fairs by having charge of the Fall Pienie and the Christmas 
party. 

Bank day is held every Thursday and thus encourage- 
ment is given to continue the thrift habit started in the lower 
erades. 

Our singing, under Miss Brinton, has taken on an added in- 
terest as is evidenced by the willing cooperation of the pupils 
in attempting to stage another operetta this year. 

Our orchestra needs recruits very much and Miss Brinton 
is trying to interest pupils in the lower grades to take up the 
study of some instrument. I hope the pupils will receive much 
encouragement from their parents to participate in this way. 


ATHLETICS 


We feel that athletics has a proper place in the school 
and that here in Walpole it is not over-emphasized. We would 
like to have everyone participate to some extent. We have 
about twenty-eight girls in our Monday and Thursday basket- 
ball groups under the direction of Miss Helen Perkins. Their 
play is strictly intramural. Play day is planned with Alstead 
in which the girls meet and enjoy competition but the teams 
are mixed so that there are some Alstead and some Walpole 
girls on each team. In this way we hope to foster friendly 
spirit between the schools. The Junior High girls are under the 
direction of Miss Edith Swett and have one period a week in 
the Town Hall devoted to games. 

The Junior High boys are under the direction of Mr. Gor- 
don Ayer and practice twice a week. They play games with 
Alstead, Kurn Hattin, Charlestown and Bellows Falls. 

The Senior High boys are under the direction of Mr. John 
K. Whittemore and play a regular interscholastice schedule. The 
second team has a schedule also. We ean readily see the re- 
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sults of the practices in the efficiency of their play and their 
attitudes. 

Our varsity baseball team was under the direction of Mr. 
Gordon Ayer and had a very fine season. 

We need many new books and replacements in our school 
hbrary. In the past we have received books from citizens in- 
terested in the school library and it is hoped that this idea of 
giving to the school might spread to others. 


HOME ECONOMICS 

The courses offered this year are: The Home, Its Care and 
Management, for juniors and seniors, and Clothing and Tex- 
tiles, for freshmen and sophomores. 

The Home, Its Care and Management offers an opportu- 
nity for the girls to learn something of the history of architec- 
ture and the development of the different types of the houses 
up to the present time. Through a study of types of furniture 
in Europe and America, they have been able to select furniture 
suitable to each type of home. The girls have selected, planned, 
and furnished homes of their own, estimating the costs of the 
materials and the furnishings as they are studied. Following 
this, the proper care and cleaning of the home, and the care 
of home grounds were studied, including the scheduling of the 
work and the actual processes involved. 

During the study of the development of houses, the class 
visited some of the homes here in Walpole to observe the type 
of home, the kind and arrangement of furniture. Fenton and 
Hennessey’s in Bellows Falls was also visited by the class for 
the purpose of getting estimated costs of equipment for the 
different rooms. 

In the Clothing and Textiles course, the girls have studied 
the kinds of textiles, their properties and uses. The relation of 
clothing to health, to economy, and to social needs has taught 
them to use care and thought in the selection of their clothes. 
In the study of clothing, they have learned something of its 
expense, and have worked out a budget which has taught them 
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to spend their money more wisely. The construction of clothing 
has taught them to use a commercial pattern correctly, to alter 
the pattern when necessary, and to draft their own patterns. 
Machine work, use of attachments and other aids to efficiency 
have been used in accomplishing this work. In a unit on mend- 
ing and remodelling, the girls have learned the proper care of 
elothing and the renovating of garments. 

The seventh and eighth grades have learned the methods 
of eanning fruits and vegetables and making jellies. This work 
was exhibited at the annual school fair. Through actual prac- 
tice and experience, the girls have learned to prepare and 
serve well balanced and attractive meals, including breakfasts, 
luncheons, and dinners. In relation to this work attention has 
been given to table etiquette, table setting, costs of meals sery- 
ed, and the relation of cleanliness and food to health. 

The work in sewing has recently started. The girls will be 
taught the simple construction processes for making undergar- 
ments, cotton dresses, or blouses. Knitting is taught to those 
desiring to knit searfs or pocketbooks. 

The girls in grades five and six receive elementary train- 
ing in cooking and sewing. This teaches them the importance of 
good health rules, the cooking of simple dishes, the fundament- 
als of good manners, and how they can be of help at home. In 
sewing they are taught the hand sewing which includes simple 
mending. The use of the sewing machine is started in this grade. 


AGRICULTURE 


The total enrollment in this department numbered twenty- 
three, four in the junior-senior and nineteen in the freshmen- 
sophomore group. 

Approximately one-third.of the class time is spent in shop 
work. Considerable time was spent by the junior-senior group 
in the repair of farm machinery and the building of a new body 
for the spray truck. Freshmen shop work is devoted entirely to 
woodworking while the sophomores have forge work and ad- 
vanced woodworking. 


An additional five thousand white pine transplants, furnish- 
ed by the State Forestry Department, were set out on the Hoop- 
er estate. A total of forty thousand pines have now been set out. 
The work this year was done by the freshmen-sophomore 
oroup. 

With the aid of the school power sprayer, disease and in- 
sect damage has been controlled successfuly in the Hooper or- 
chard. Approximately one thousand fruit and shade trees have 
been sprayed in the community. 

Planting and care of early plants was successfully carried 
on by the work in greenhouse management. All plants not used 
for project work were sold locally. 

The four boys having the highest rating in Beers, projects 
were again presented two hundred day old chicks by the Hub- 
bard Farms. We sincerely appreciate this interest in our work. 

Henry Thompson, representing the Hooper Chapter of Fu- 
ture Farmers of America, won third prize in the state prize 
speaking contest. 

Through the interest and generosity of the Walpole 
Grange, two boys enjoyed a ten day vacation at the State Fu- 
ture Farmer Camp held in Groton, N. H. 

A very instructive trip to the Eastern States Exposition 
was enjoyed by the combined classes. One day was spent in 
elass work viewing the agricultural exhibits. 

The Eleventh Annual School Fair was held on October 
fourth in the Town Hall. Exhibits of project and school work 
were displayed. This was wholly a school function planned and 
managed by the superintendents of the various departments. 
We are very appreciative of the interest and cooperation of 
Mr. Bus of Alstead, Mr. MeKenven and other citizens of Wal- 
pole. 

For the third consecutive year Walpole High won second 
place in state competition at the Interscholastic Judging Con- 
test held at the University of New Hampshire. Individual high 
teams were wood chopping and dairy cattle. 
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Class work, for the most part, has been based on the type 
of farming conducted in Walpole and vicinity. A suitable pro- 
ject has been carried on by each boy in the department along 
some practical phase of agriculture. 

We are greatly indebted to the farmers who have cooper- 
ated with us in our judging work. 

As in life, so in school, cooperation is needed and we grate- 
fully acknowledge the help received from the Superintendent 
and eitizens in carrying on our work.

REPORT OF HEADMASTER 
NORTH WALPOLE HIGH SCHOOL 


Mr. Charles D. Dalzell, Superintendent of Schools. 
Dear Sir: 


I enclose herewith my annual report on the work and con- 
dition of the North Walpole schools. 


REGISTRATION AND ATTENDANCE 


The enrollment by grades is as follows: Grade 10, Boys 5, 
Girls 6, total 11; Garde 9, Boys 5, Girls 8, 18; Grade 8, Boys 11, 
Girls 8,19; Grade 7 Boys 13, Girls 11, 24; Grade 6, Boys 16, Girls 
7, 23; Grade 5, Boys 8, Girls 13, 21; Grade 4, Boys 13, Girls 6, 
19; Grade 3, Boys 15, Girls 5, 20; Grade 2, Boys 8, Girls 12, 20; 
Grade 1, Boys 9, Girls 7, 16; Sub-Primary, Boys 12, Girls 12, 24; 
total boys 115, total girls 95; grand total 210. 

The daily attendance figures keep at the usual high mark. 
The monthly percentage averages are: Grade 10, 99; Grade 9, 
97.85; Grade 8, 95.65; Grade 7, 98; Grade 6, 96.36; Grade 5, 97; 
Grade 4, 98; Grade 3, 97.84; Grade 2, 96.75; Grade 1, 95.42; 
Sub-Primary, 98.26. 
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Constant vigilance is required to keep our tardy marks at 
a low level. Daily supervision of the timely arrival of our pu- 
pils is imperative. This insures the teaching of the valuable les- 
son of punctuality and maintains a proper working system. 
Tardy pupils frequently report that home conditions and du- 
ties cause their late arrival at school. The blame cannot, in those 
cases, be laid upon the pupil. The parent must cooperate to 
improve that condition. 


DISCIPLINE AND SCHOLARSHIP 


The conduct of the pupils in and about the school is satis- 
factory. Classroom work is conducted under quiet, orderly 
conditions. 

The course of studies has remained the same as in the past 
few years. Our aim is to train our pupils in the knowledge of 
the essential subjects. 

A series of tests, intelligence and achievement, have been 
given in most of the grades during the past few months. The 
results give us a good idea of the ability of our pupils in their 
various subjects when working under test conditions. Also, 
they show the teachers what weak spots should be reviewed 
and stressed. ni 

Otis Intelligence tests were given in Grades 9 and 10. Greg- 
ory diagnostic tests were given in Grades 7, 8 and 10. The sub- 
ject matter of these was Language. Comprehension tests to 
guage the ability of pupils to read and report on the ideas con- 
tained in numerous paragraphs were given in Grades 3 and 5. 
Arithmetic tests also have been given in Grades 5, 6, 7 and 8. 

A group of our pupils from various grades sang carols at 
the last Bellows Falls Outdoor Christmas concert. Second prize 
was the award for their good work. 

The health examinations were conducted, as usual, in De- 
cember and January by Miss Edgett, school nurse. 

In November, Mr. Russell Leavitt, agent of the State Board 
of Education, visited the High school grades on his annual tour 
of inspection. 3 
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A very ereditable report was received from him. 


GRADUATION 


For the past four years we have been conducting the clos- 
ing exercises of the High school department in June in Russell 
hall. The attendance at these afternoon programs has not been 
large. In fact, a count of the adults present has revealed a sur- 
prisingly small number. This condition, in addition to the grow- 
ing custom of the members of the graduating class to make 
the event an expensive affair from the standpoint of clothes 
has raised the question of the advisability of continuing to 
hold these exercises in Russell hall or returning to the former 
eustom of a simple program conducted in the classroom. 

At any event, the occasion, if continued as at present, 
should attract a larger number of adults. 


ATHUETICS 


During the winter the boys from Grades 7 to 10 have play- 
ed basketball in Russell hall under the direction of Mr. Dube. 
An interclass league series furnished some healthy sport.

REPORT OF SPECIAL TEACHER OF MUSIC

Dear Sir: 


There has been no change in the music schedule followed 
in Walpole, North Walpole, Drewsville, and No. 14, this year. 

The chief aim in teaching music in the public schools is to 
teach artistic singing with beautiful tone quality. In working 
towards this goal, we try to do three things. First, develop the 
desire to sing, second, to teach the child how to sing, and third 
but not least, to teach the child how to express his feelings 
through music. 
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This matter of expression is of the greatest importance, 
and as one writer has so nobly put it, ‘‘The heights of music 
are reached only in the expression of feeling, its supreme signi- 
ficance is spiritual and its most glorious medium is the human 
voice.”’ 

We hope through this plan of study to arouse in the chil- 
dren a desire to hear good music, the ability to appreciate good 
music, acquiring an increasing skill as a singer, and learning 
the use of singing as a means of self expression. 

The Junior High and High School chorus groups have been 
given training in voice production, enunciation, expression and 
interpretation. 

The orchestra in Walpole has a membership of ten. This 
year our string group is rather small. We are looking for an 
increase in this group in the future. We are hoping to begin a 
violin class very soon. This group will be under the supervision 
of a capable leader. 

Music that is both enjoyable and of high standard has 
been selected for the various groups, thus we hope to arouse 
the feeling and appreciation for better music. 

Chorus groups and leads will soon begin rehearsals for 
‘“The Saucy Hollandaise,’’ an operetta to be presented in April.

I hereby submit my annual report as school nurse. 
Inspection in Walpole showed the following defects: 
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288 pupils were inspected. 
2 pupils showed defective hearing. 
15 pupils showed defective vision—uneorrected. 
12 pupils showed poor posture. 
46 pupils were underweight. 
97 pupils were in need of dental care. 
37 pupils were unvaccinated, without proper excuse. 
3 pupils were vaccinated unsuccessfully. 
19 pupils were recommended to have nose and throat ex- 
amination by a physician. 

Inspection in North Walpole showed the following defects: 

210 pupils were inspected. 

2 pupils showed defective hearing. 

9 pupils showed defective vision—uncorrected. 

8 pupils showed poor posture. 
36 pupils were underweight. 
88 pupils were in need of dental care. 
27 pupils were unvaccinated without proper excuse. 
11 pupils were vaccinated once unsuccessfully. 

5 pupils were vaccinated twice unsuccessfully. 
38 pupils were recommended to have a nose and throat 
examination by a physician. 

Tonsil clinies were held at the Mousley hospital June 12th, 
1935 and June 18th, 1935. Dr. Georges Prevost of Keene, N. H., 
was in charge of the clinic. 11 tonsil cases were treated. 

3 tonsil cases were treated privately. 

71 pupils have had their teeth cared for by the dentist. 

10 pupils had special eye examination and defects cor- 
rected. 

12 pupils were vaccinated during year. 

Two underweight clinics were held March 15th, 1935, 9.30 
a.m., at Walpole and 1.80 p. m., at North Walpole. 

108 pupils were given a chest examination by Dr. R. B. 
Kerr of the New Hampshire Tuberculosis Association. 

Much time is spent in home ealls, business calls, providing 
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clothing for needy pupils, transportation of pupils to dentists, 
oculists and physicians. 

I wish to express the appreciation of the district to the lo- 
cal Red Cross Chapter, Mrs. Carroll Moore, Mrs. B. D. Mousley, 
Mrs. H. R. Tucker, Mrs. Ira Hubbard, Mr. Walter Shackley, 
Miss Lamb, for assistance given in carrying on the work in the
